Succ the Conductor of an Old-Fash- 
fened Hotel Car, He Keeps at Work 


Noted Restaurants in Chicago and 
New York—At One Time a Street 
Railway Fare-Taker in Gotham-— 
Barkeeper for “Charlie” Kern. 


Charlies E. Rector, famous in Chicago as 
> the keeper of the brass griffin and.good spirit 
of the restaurant at Clark and Monroe 
streets, came to Chicago last week after be- 
ing away for eight months. Mr. Rector now 
lives in New York. He has hung from the 
window of a new building at Broadway and 
Fourty-fourth street another griffin, larger 
and more fierce than the one in Chicago. 
The New York griffin has 700 incandescent 
lamps under its scales, and already is said 
to have struck terror to the hearts of the 
proprietors of other. restaurants, where its 
fiery giare can be seen plainly. 
Fifteen years ago a griffin came to Mr. 
Rector by accident and marked the begin- 
ning of his prosperity. At that time he did 
not know what a griffin was, as he himself 
relates. Potter Palmer shortly before had 
remodeled the lobby of his‘ hotel, and had 
brought a griffin from New York. It stood 
at the foot of the Palmer House stairs, where 
it stands yet. A man named Bates saw the 
Palmer griffin and suggested that Mr. Rector 
get one for himself. Bates and Mr. Rector 
went to the hotel and looked the Palmer ani- 
mal over.* It was too mild to suit either of 
them, and accordingly Bates designed one 
on the lines of their own ideas. It was- 
laced at the hend of the stairs at Clark and 
onroe streets, and prosperity came. 


In Charge of a Hotel Car. 


Before he adopted the griffin Mr. Rector 
had charge of an old-fashioned hotel car 
that traveled back and forth on the Pennsy)- 
Yania road between Chicago and New 
York. He was the conductor. There wasa 
“ dinkie”’ kitchen at one end of the car, and 

the rest of the space was taken up by berths. 
At-@ o'clock in the morning the conductor 
‘got up and called the passengers out of 
4 berths, and then took their orders for 
breakfast. While the berths were being 
made up at one end of the car he and the 
waiter distributed the steaks and fried eggs 
among the passengers at the other end. 
The trip from Chicago to New York lasted 
two days and a night,-and the same menu 
did for all three meals. 

Before hé came to Chicago and behind 
the dining car experience Mr. Rector was a 
street car conductor on the Sixth avenue 
line in New York at a salary of $40 a month.

Mr. Van Wormer on Trade £xpansion. 

Mr. Van Wormer in dealing with the sub- 
ject of “‘ Expansion of Trade ’”’ recalled the 
opposition of the early days, showing that 
Washington had been accused of seeking 
to burden the people with taxation by rais- 
ing a standing army, He pointed to the Jay 
commercial treaty bt 1795, since proved to 
have been such a boon to commerce, re- 
called how Jay had been hanged in effigy and 
Washington accused of having been pur- 
chased by Britistr gold. Referring to Jeffer- 
son’s purchase of Louisiana, he said: ; 

“The transaction was momentous in that 
it marked ‘a radical departure in the policy 
of our government. It was the beginning 
of expansion.”’ | 

“We are now a world power,” he said 
later. ‘“‘ We expanded before the smoke of 
Dewey’s guns cleared away. a foot of 
territory over which the flag now rightfully 
floats will be alienated. It is becoming each 
day more manifest that the pdlicy of the 
administration at Washington is sustained 


even enthusiastically. We have made a 
radical departure, but nothing like so rad- 
ical as that made by Jefferson. |_Humanity, 
justice, and respect for liberty are the con- 
siderations which invariably will govern our 
relations with our new possessiong, despite 
alarmist assertions to the contrary. 
‘‘ Business-men of the South have con- 
cluded that ‘expansion of territory’ and 
‘expansion of trade’ are pretty near synon- 
ymous, terms, and that both are business 
propositions with which small politicians 
ought not to be allowed to potter.”

Think State Board of Health Might 


Them Move — “The Humane Mis- 
sion,” Better Known as Soup Cellar, 
. Not Under Ban, as Its Cuisine Is Con- 
ceded to Be Good — Most Famous 
Place of the Sort in Chicago. 


Ben Hogan's lodging-house In Meridian 
street has fallen inder the ban of the State 
Board of Health because it dees not provide 
the amount of breathing space required by 
law: It is to be closed on Jan. 1, much tothe 
disgust. of its habitués, one of whom said 
the authorities should have selected a warm 
month for the closing. However, the pro- 
prietor hopes totemodel the place and re- 
open it in Fébruury, wit capacity dimin- 
Bhed from 700 to 150 lodgers, but without 
increase in prices. 

In connection with the lodging-house the 

oprietor conducts what he calls *‘ Hogan's 

umane Mission.’’ The patrons of it call 
it “ Hogan's séup celiar.”” It is in the base- 
ment at the southwest corner of Madison 
and Clinton streets. Soup is dispensed at 
one cent a bowl. Coffee is served in bowls 


of the same size, with a spoonful of sugar, 


for one cent, and a patron may buy three 
buns or a handful of bread for a cent. 

The mission is in no way threatened by 
the Board of Health. The quality of the 
soup and coffee is not questioned. The 
bread is said to be of fair quality and the 
buns are unquestionably good. Hogan gets 
his buns from the down-town lunchrooms, 
‘buying what are left at the close of the day. 


Lacks Windows and Beds. 

The lodging-hotise is in a building that 
has been used for that purpose many years. 
Tt is situated in the short narrow street 
between West Madison and West Washing- 
ton streets, near Despiaines. Outwardly it

The upper 
floors are arranged with bunks like the 
hold of an emigrarit ship, with the difference 
that no sawdust mattresses are supplied. 
The place is kept comfortably warm. 

Mr. Hogan says more than three-fourths 
of his lodgers are sailors, dock hands, and 
olf men who work at odd jobs, less 
than one-fourth being tramps. .He says 
he opened the phice in the hope of gi 
honest workingmen in hard luck a place to 
sleep.

Hogan as Pugilist and Fireman. 

In the early "60: one of the members of the 
Rochester, N. Y., volunteer fire department 
was mn Haughan,a German. George 
Siler recalis him as a cheerful fighter of fires 
and a still more cheerful fighter of. men 
wherever two pairs of soft gloves could be 
found. From boxing as a diversion Haughan

be a perfectly healthy and substantial boom 
at that. . Our business increased 76 per cent 
in October and November, compared with 
the ‘corresponding months of 1898. In 1895 
hides were a drug in the market at 4% cents 
a pound, while at present they are sold at 
12%4| cents a. pound: before they are taken 
from the animals.

The theaters are suffering heavily. West 
Hind tradesmen complain they never had 
such a bad Christmas for presents. Pri- 
vate Christmas entertainments, as well as 
hunts and country bells, characteristic of 
English life, have been abandoned generally.

Defends Bullets. 


» In view. of the British protest against the 


alleged Boer use of “ dum-dum ”’ bullets as 
inhuman, the following statement by Mr. 
Webley, head of a firm which manufactures 
the British army revolver, is cited. It is 
made in defense of his firm's revolvers as 
used by the British officers, and in reply to 
a statement that the Mauser automatic 
pistol used by the Boers is a more effective

“A revolver is used at short distance, 


? when it is a question whether you or the 


enemy dies. You must make your man drop. 
You may depend our ‘ man-dropping ’ bullet. 
will do it. The bullet ‘mushrooms’ at low . 
velocity. All its energy is spent after it 
has entered the body. 

“The Mauser pistol bullet, on the other 
hand, will pass right through the body, and 
therefore at close quarters is much in- 
ferior."’

PARIS, Dec. 16:—Last night at the Mont- 
martre Menagerie the great royal tiger, . 
Mazeppa, suddenly rebelled against its 
tamer, La Goulue, sprang upon her, buried 
its teeth in her side, and dragged her in- 
sensible across the cage to the darkest cor- 
ner, where it crouched, evidently settling 
iteelf compfortably for a feast. 

Experts are yet at a loss to explain what 
saved the girl. Mazeppa paused, and in an 
instant the menagerie attendants were 
upon the tiger with redhot lances and forks.

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TO RELP GERMAN TRADE. 


COMMERCIAL MUSEUM FOR BERLIN 
PRACTICALLY ASSURED. 


Plans Not Yet Fully Matured, but in 
General They Contemplate a Great 
Industrial Exhibit, with Branches 
in the Leading Cities—Aftermath of 
the Reichstag Debate—Germany and 
the Open Door--Severe Cold Weath- 
er Throughout the Empire. 


BERLIN, Dec. 14.—[Copyright, 1899, by 
the Associated Press.)—With government 
aid, including financial assistance, the pro- 
jected commerical museum may now pe re- 
garded as secured for Germany. 

As a result of inquiries it may be said that 
the plans have not. yet developed in detulis. 
It may be decided to establish several branch 
institutions, one at Hamburg, another at 
Stuttgart or Frankfort, and one, central, in 
Berlin. - 

However, the fact is that Germany's com- 
mercial museum will be under imperial gov- 
‘ernment control, with financial support from 
the empire. Geheimrath Wermuth, Ger- 


‘many’s ex-commissioner at the Columbian | 


Exposition in 1898, has special charge cf thp 
project for the empire. 

All the remaining large industrial associa- 
tions, among them the Bundes Industriellen, 
joined the movement yesterday. Practically, 
there is no dissenting voice. 

The Foreign office regards the movement 
most favorably, as also does Count Posa- 
dowsky-Wehner, the Minister of the Interi- 
or, who, after the reconvening of the Reichs- 
tag, will make a communication on the sub- 

ect. 
4 A noteworthy feature is the intention to 
ask the leading agricultural representatives 
to join the movement by advice, thus frus- 
trating possible agrarian opposition to the 
project. 


_ Aftermath of Reichstag Debate. 

The members of the Reichstag are now 
home for the Christmas holidays, but the 
four days of budget debate have left deep 
traces 

The main results were the open rupture 
proclaimed between the Conservative party 
‘and Prince Hoheniche; secondly, the Miquel- 
Lieber duel, in which Dr. von Miquel gave 
some hard knocks: thirdly, Herr Richter’s 
speech, amounting to a general arraign- 
‘ment of the Emperor and the government; 
and fourthly, Count Posadowsky-W ehner’s 
remarks about German relations with the 
United States and Great Britain. 

Count Posadoweky-Wehner said he re- 
grétted that ** our commercial relations with 
America aré not wholly good, but I am con- 
vinced that right and justice in this are on 
our side.” Then, talking about the neces- 
sity for a larger German navy, he said: 

“The real propelling cause is that the 
coramerce of the world, undivided, should 
not go wholly to Hingland and America, for 
which surpose we must be prepared to be 
similarly strong as those powers. 

Richter’s Witty Speech. 

Herr Richter’s three-hour oration was re- 
plete with witticinms as usual. One of the 
most effective was when referring! to the 
groundless rumors about the Danish West 
Indies. He said: — 

- Wo wonder, with seventeen millions paid 

for the Caroline Islands, that we are bulling 
the market and prompting all other coun- 
tries to ponder whether they have not some 
old cast-off pair of islands to sell. 


Chatices of the Naval Bill. | 
The attitude of different parties toward the 
naval bill is not yet clearly defined; but from 
inquiries among the leaders of the different 
factions it can be said that the chances of the 
bill's passage are most bright. 
the Open Door. 


From an authentic source it is learned, re- 
garding the “‘ open door” in China, that the 
Washirigton government has not yet asked 
any other power besides Germany to fur- 
nish assurances, verbal or written, to main- 
tain the open door, but, now that Germany’s 
‘anewer is entirely favorable, all the other 
powers interested will be asked, including 
France, Ruséia, Italy, and Great Britain. 

It is expected that all of them will answer 
favorably except, perhaps, Russia; but it 

ia /hoped that strong moral pressure can 
en be brought to bear on Russia to yield. 


Severe Cold in Germany. 

Severe cold wehther and snow-storms 
have prevailed throughout Germany this 
week, and this has produced considerable 
suffering. From all the larger cities there 
are reports to that effect, and there have 
been many deaths due to exposure. In Her- 
lin alone there were eight deaths from ex- 
posure during the last four days. The tem- 
perature was lower than for years past. 
At KGnigsberg it was 23° below zero, in 
Berlin 18° below, and at Breslau 22° below.

England’s Demands for Gold. 
The Bank of England has taken precau-

more than made up. The Bank of England 


is engaged $10,000,000 in gold from the 
Sank of France, and of this amount nearly 


$4,000,000 has already been received in Lon-. 
don. There was shipped by today’s steamer 
from New York $2,450,000 in gold and most 
of this it is supposed will go into the reserve 
of the Bank of England. | 

So far the receipts of gold by the Bank of 
England have been less than the shipment to 
South America, but on the receipt of today s 
shipments the bank will have gained more 
than it has lost up to the present time. | 

It remains to be seen whether the coming 
week will show any further loss in the Bank 
of England’s gold holding. The general im- 
pression is that the Bank of England will 
not draw upon the Bank of France for gold 
beyond its immediate necessities, and it is: 
possible therefore the remaining $6,000,000 
engaged will not be ealled for.

“Are the fighters and, boxers of today 
cleverer than those of twenty or thirty years 
ago?” are questions that have been put to 
me times without number during the last 
five years, and, to which I’ve answered that

WIGHTMAN FALLS ON HORSES.

Quail Furnish the Principal Sport for 
the Shooters. 

The recent fall of snow has gladilened the hearts 
of the shooters. Hundreds of Nimrods are pre- 
paring to go into the country this week to spend 
their time hunting. 

Throughout the northern part of the State re- 
ports have come in telling of great quantities of 

game to be found in almést every section Known to 
shooters. The various sporting goods houses in 
the city have been besieged with orders for shel’s, 
guns, and other shooting materials, and one Wa- 
bash avenue establishment had over fifty orders for 
shooting materials, and, strange ta say, had a 
Jarge number of orders for shooting outfits from 
men who have never béfore handled guns. 

Ducks: have departed for the Southern regions. 
Shooters who have been down in the marshes of 
Indiana and in the Kankakee region say that for 
this time of the year there are fewer ducks than 
ever before. Up to last week there were unusual- 
ly large bags brought into the city, but the re- 
cent cold snap has sent the ducks flying south- 
ward. 

Reports also show there are quail in great 
abundance throughout the State, but Chicago men 
have been unable to land many in the northern 
counties. In the southern part of the State, how- 
ever, hunters have found quail ‘plentiful, while 
several men who have lately been into the shoot- 
ing country in Tennessee say they, haye never seen 
quail so thick, 

The snow has encouraged rabbit hunters, and 
several expeditions have been organized for the 
holidays. In the northérn parts of Indiana, par- 
ticulariy around Winimac, the game is plentiful, 
and the shrubby country makes it a great place 
for rabbits. Along the Wabash railroad the rab- 
bits have always been thick. In the northern parts 
of Illinois and southern Wisconsin 
to be found in great numbers. Nearer Chicago, 
west of Wilmette, in the section known as the 
Skokie country, and along the Chicago River in 
that section, rabbits are unusually numerous.

This aggregation formed the famous White

team presented an array of batters never 
duplicated on the ball field. Commencing 
with the catcher, Bill Craver, to the right 
fielder, Fred Tracy, and even the substi- 
tute, Clipper Flynn, there was not a weak 
batter on the entire team. Of the many 
‘elubs they played in 1870 before the great 
series with Cincinnati none was more im- 
portant than the game with the Forest City 
club of Rockford, Ill. Rockford, with A. G. 
Spalding as pitcher, was a formidable or- 
ganization in those times, and held its own 
the previous year with the best clubs of the 
country. A. G. Spalding was ¢he crack 
pitcher of those days, and when Chicago was 
making its preparations for its great team 
to defeat Cincinnati little Rockford, in a 
semi-monthly paper, would say Chicago 
ought to get a team to beat Rockford first, 
and further stated Spalding's pitching would 


The game was arranged with Roékford 
early in June, Farmers left their plows 
lying idly in the flelds. Freeport sent a 
contingent and brought its doughnuts with 
it.

Khalifa Is Said to Have Allowed Him- 
| self to Be Shot to 
Pieces. 


4% The most thrilling and dramatic detuil 
in connection with the death of the Kbalifa 
in the Soudan,”’ said an English visitor to 
a reporter for the New York Journal, “ was 
chronicied tm a Nittle inch-long press tele- 
gram from Cairo. It says in substance 
that after the Khalifa found himself suré 
rounded by the Anglo-Egyptian troops, he 
spread a sheepskin on the ground, sat down 
on it, and was shot to pieces without making 
an effort . to escape. 

“The correspondent who sent that bit 
of news was evidently unaware of its real 
Mgiificance, On their sheepskin’ is term 
well known in the Egyptian service and 
has @ grim meaning of its own. The wild 
Arab warriors always use a sheepskin in 
lieu of a saddle blanket for their camels. 
and in moments of extremity in battle, when’ 
they see that all hope ts lost, it is their 


eUstom to take their stand on the skins 


a8 a token that they will neither give nor 
expect Quarter, and have determined to die 
rather that to surrender. It is equivalent 
to saying: I wil! not budg« from this spot; 
bere you niust slay me,’ and for a Soudaness 
soliier to leave his sheepskin after he has 
onge stepped upon it is something absolutely 
unheard of in desert warfare. Such a rene- 
gade would be hounded out of his tribe, and 
in all probibility buichcred by his own fei. 
tows.

The Art of Coffee-Serving. | 
lifé may be so performed as to give 
of one’s best. What does one wish to ex- 


press in serving a cup of ¢offee to a friend? . 


What is the peculiar value of coffee in the 
world, and how should it be served? 

Long, long centuries ago, before America 
with all its modern problems was discovered. 
on the green hills near Mocha by the Red 
Sea, an Arab shepherd was watching over 
his flocks by night. Now the shepherd was 
drowsy, having watched all day, and yet he 
must not sleep, for fear a lion would come 
out of the yellow desert and attack the sheep. 
As he’ lay there in the uncertain starlight 
looking over the little woolly backs he no- 
ticéd that while most of the sheep slept cer- 
tain of them were awake and acting strange- 
ly. A dignified old bell wether would spring 
up suddenly and run down the hillside, hold- 
ing his tail out and kicking like a young 
lamb; or a placid matron would be seen roll- 
ing on her back with feet in air, apparently 
in an ecstasy of glee. 

By careful observation the next day the 
shepherd discovered that the sheep which 
had been so sprightly at night ate of a cer- 
tain herb, while the others only cropped the 


grass. 

“Tf it is good for the sheep it is good for 
the shepherd,’ thought he, and plucked 
some of the berries. These he boiled in a 
little water and drank of the liquid. Soon 
he began to feel his tired faculties reviving, 
a delicious sense of ease was diffused

Coffee-drinking 
was no longer coffee-drinking. but an occa- 
sion for the discussion of every question in 
and under heaven: The cafés became the 
resorts of philosophers and politicians.

Today they the café chantant, where 
singing, dancing, and’ the devil reign 
supreme. . Café au lait--a bow! of hot milk

This is all very well at the table, but how 
shall_one in America serve a cup of coffee 
to a friend at 5 o'clock, or to a little com- 
pany in the evening? To answer the ques- 
tion by asking another, What does one wish 
to express in serving anything toa friend? 
In the first place. hospitality. It is not that 
your friend is hungry and must be fed. A 

r answers that description. But you 
wish to place yourself at his disposal— 
“what's mine is thine *’—and you offer him 
a portion of your substance, if it be only a 
pinch of salt. 

Coffee is well adapted for light refresh- 
ment. because it is exhilarating but non-- 
intoxicant. The Germans have their Kaffee- 
klatsch at 4 as regularly as the English take 
their tea. In Austria the coffee is ground 
to a powder, boiled; and strained through a 
little silk bag. In Turkey the coffee is pow- 
dered but not strained, making a_ thick, 
black decoction to be eaten with sweet- 
meats. 

It is in Arabia, the original home of coffee, 
that one finds the perfection of coffee cus- 
tom. Coffee is there taken at every hour in 
the day, and it would be as much an insult 
not to offer a guest a cup of khawah in 
Arabia as to fail to ores tea in China or 
Japan. 

Imagine ydurself in a khawah, or coffee- 
room—an essential part of every Arabian 
house. It is a long, low room, with bare 
polished floor and no furniture. Along the 


/ walls are strips of carpet and cushions cov- 
ered with faded silks. At one end is a tiny 
-charcoai furnace, 
pots. of all sizes, the number varying in 
' proportion to the wealth of the host

Coffee is made fresh for each new party of 
guests, and a large or small coffee pot is 
selected, according to the number. In order 
to lose none of the aroma the coffee is not 


- only. ground but roasted immediately before 


using—a custom which Calvé observes fn her 
own apartments. A strong infusion is then 
made, but the boiling is allowed to continue 
only a moment, as long boiling softens the

dates or other confection, and the guests are 
served reclining at ease on their cushions. 

Usually men alone are present, but if es- 
pecial honor is to be shown the timid, dark- 
eyed wife comes in and performs some part 
of the service with her own hand. 

The genius of America lies in adaptation. 
Now,.it may be impracticable for one to give 
up a whole room in her house to coffee 
serving. Nevertheléss| a corner may be 
stolen. from many a large drawing-room, 
where the shaded lights, silken hangings, 
and rich divans may serve to keep a flavor 
of the Orient. The utensils of Arabia are 
primitive. It is for the American to select 
the most perfect coffee ppt she can find. In 
Arabia the coffee must be roasted and ground 
in sight of the guests.. In Anierica, where 
leisure is not so ample, we may sometimes 
have to make use of the hermetically seal- 
ing coffee can. In Arabia the wife or wives 
of the host seldom appear. In America 
woman is queen and presides by right. She 
will do well, however, to borrow from her 
Arabian sister the loose flowing tobe for 
coffee serving—a garment which lends to 
the woman of the Orient not a little of her 
mysterious charm. - 

Then let the fair American scorn not to use 


' her own hands in this little act of hospitality. 


There is an interest in watching the prepare 
tion and an added flavor in the drinking of a 
cup of coffee prepared by the mistress of the 
house which c6uid never be imparted by the 
hand of a hired servant. When she shall 
have sO Mastered these smaller things of 
life as to be able to convey through them the 


respect, consideration, and love which she 


feeis for her friends she shall have mastered 
not merely the art of jcomtee _—e but the 
art of living. :

Steel 
toys can be made cheaper in America than 
wooden ones imported from abroad. ‘They 
last twice as long and are more aitractive. 
That is why the steel toy is being exported 
from the United States to the countries 
which formerly supplied wooden ones. 


The great toy center of the world is Ba- 
varia. From the Towns of Nuremburg, 
Fuerth, and Sonneberg come nine-tenths of 
the toys made in Europe. The famous 
French doll is made in Nuremburg, as are 
algo many fine mechanical contrivances, 
such as walking dogs and cats and othér 
animals with natural fur, which, according

to popular supposition, are the direct output 


of the French capital. | 

The so-called French doll is the only toy 
product that Americans have been unsuc- 
cessful in making. They have made iron 


dolis, aluminium dolls, papier -maché dolls, 


wax dolls, and rag dolls, but all to no pur- 
pose. The dolls were no good and the thing 
did not pay. The wax doll and the papier 
mathé doll; by the way, are of the past. 
The Bavarian toymakers have attained such 
skill in| the production of the French bisque 
that these dolls can be turned out faster and 
cheaper than dolls of inferior make, hence 
this country still imports dolls altogether 
because its machinery cannot compete with 
the cheap labor of the Bavarians. 


‘ They are.a picturesque people, these toy- 


makers, Whole families and colonies of 
them are engaged in toymaking. <A father 
makes Goll heads, for instance, and the other 
members of the family paint the features, 
affix the wig, and assemble the parts of the 
body.

RIDE in the excellence of her cookery 

is a trait that is not lacking in the 
American housewife, despite all that 

has been said and written in late years 

Of the “new woman”.and the 
drudgery of household work. For many 
women the preparation of eatables for the 
Christmas season will be a task of several 
days’ duration. Some of them doubtless will 
try their hands at the “ Christmas dake "’— 
a work of art in the cookery line—for the 
making of which complete directions follow: 
Put three-quarters of a pound of fresh but- 
ter into a basin and beat it with a wooden 
spoon until it is white and creamy; then 
sift in by degrees three-quarters of a pound 
of powdered sugar, and when it is worked in 
beat the mixture for ten minutes. Separate 
the yolks from the whites of eight eggs, add 
the former to the butter and sugar, and beat 
again for ten minutes; then stir in half a 
pound of sultanas, half a pound of raisins, 
stoned and cut into halves; six ounces of 


of a pound of chopped sweet almonds, which 
have been blanched and baked a golden 
brown; three ounces of minced mixed peel, 
the grated rind of a lemon, a saltspoonful of 
ground cinnamon, and a wineglassful of 
Curacoa. | 

Whisk the whites of the eight eggs to a |) 
stiff froth, and mix them lightly with the | 
other ingredients. Have ready a pound of | 
flour which has been dried and sifted, add | 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder to it, and 
seatter it In by degrees, stirring away one 
handful before the next is added. 

The cake mixture should be beaten lightly | 
for ten minutes, and it must then be putinto | 
im Buttered cake tin that has been lined | 
with . buttered paper, an@ baked in | 
@ moderately hot oven. It is hot possible } 
to state the exact time that the cake will | 
take to bake, as so much depends on the 
temperature of the oven, but if a steady, 
moderate heat is maintained, from about 
two and a half to three hours should besuf- 
ficient. | 

The cake should be made two or three days 
before it is required. The day after it is 
baked mask the top of the cake with almond 
paste prepared thus: Put one pound of 
sweet almonds, which have been finely 
shredded, into a mortar, and pound them toa |. 
smooth paste, adding a teaspoonful of 
orange flower water from time to time, then 
stir in one and a half pounds of sieved icing 
sugar, and when this is mixed, add a table- 
spoonful of brandy, a teaspoonful of vanilla 
essence, and sufficient whisked white of egg 
to form a smooth but fairly dry paste. The 
whites of three eggs will probably be re- 
quired, but it depends on the size. * 

Spread this paste evenly over the top of | 
the cake and leave it for several hours to 
dry before the white icing is put on, If pre- 
ferred the cake may have a layer of almond 
paste at the bottom as well as over the top;

IS NOW RIPE. 


Chicago Railroads Will 
_ Send Out 100,000 Be- _ 
fore Jan. 1. 


MANY DISAPPOI! 


NTED. 


Each Road Limits Its F avors 
and Some Who Try to 
Get Them Fail. | 


TWO MILLION IN USE. 


T1THIN the next two weeks some- 
thing like 100,000 annual passes will 
be sent out from the offices of the 
big railroads in this city. 
the annual distribution-of these_ 

favors to officers, agents, and other em- 
ployés of connecting and foreign roads, as 
well as their own men. The labor of getting 
out this free transportation is gigantic and 
will occupy: the time of hundreds of clerks 
up to Jan. 1. in addition to the time of em- 


ployés, the postage on the letters inclosing — 


the passes will amount to $2,000 or $3,000, 
and the printing of the credentials will in; 
volve as. much more. | 

The issue of free yearly passes will aveéer-

The modus operandi for obtaining these 
passes is through applications. About the 
last of November of each year the different 
railroads of the untry get together and 


agree on the number of passes and the per- | 


sons to whom they will be given. Lists are 
printed and sent to the roads over Which the 
favors are requested. Itis optional with the 
receiving company whether it will issue any 


‘omali of the passes asked for in the list. The 


requests of large and important systems are | 
usually granted in full, while applications 
from small, obscure railroads and boat lines | 
are refused. This refusal never dismays the 
officers of the little lines, for they make up | 
and send the same lists year after yearin the 
hope of getting: a percentage of the railroads 
to approve the applications. 

igh officers of railroads are not the only 
persons who receive annuals from other 
lines. In fact, the smallest percentage of 
the total issue goes to the executive officials. 
The traveling passenger and freight agents 
and.the numerous land and immigrant 


agents consume more of the passes than any | 


other class. ‘ 

annual passes are extended 
cover the menth of January, so as not 
embarrass traveling agents and others who 
may not receive the new annuals before New 
Year's day. This year, however, the Penn- 
syivania road gives notice that none of its 
1809 annual passes will be honored after 
Jan, 1. 

Few Annual Passes Misused. 

Though am annual pass, probably, is the 
easiest sort of transportation; te manipu- 
late, railroad officers say that few annuals 
are misused. Occasionally one is lost or 
stolen, and somebody gets a ride or two be- 
fore the transportation is bulletined. Re- 
cently an annual good over a Chicago-Buf- 
falo line wast lost. The loss was not dis- 
cévered for nearly three months, the holder 
having no occasion to use it, When it was 
-Bulletined by the railroad company it was 
found that it had been used for twenty. 
round-trips between Chicago and Buffalo. 


The majority of annuals require no signa-- 


ture, which makes it difficult for a conductor 


to ascertain whether it is in the hamds of the © 


right person, 

The recent agitation to do away with all 
annual passes evidently has had no effect 
on the crop for 1900, since officers of many 
of the local lines say that more applications 
for the coming year have been received than 


for many years past. 


Two Millions of Annuals. | 
A rough estimate of the total number of 
annuals that: will be in the hands of Ameri- 
ean railroad men ready for use on New 

Year's day is 2,000,000. And this will not 

represent all of the annuals that will be 
issued dufting the cotping year. The before- 

New Years distribution is about 75 per cent 
of all the twelve-month passes. The other 25 
per cent is sent out during the year. The 
changes in OSfficers, agents, and traveling 
men cause -immany passes to be canceled or 
“ called in,’"” Those who are appointed to fill 
the vacancies must be furnished with fresh 
annuals. 

Much time and attention is given by rail- 
road officers who have charge of the pass 
department to studying up new designs to 
be used for printing each new crop of an- 
nuals. The same plate is never used two 
years. .Many of these designs are things 
of art and beauty. All the annual passes 

Gre printed on the finest of heavy, colored 
cardboard in lithograph. A few roads insist 
Upon the revipient signing his name on the 
back of the yearly pass. 

, During the last two or three years there has 
been a sort. of revolution in the wording of 
annual pases. Formerly many of. the covet- 
ed free passes were made out to include the 
holder and hiis or her family. For example, 
the wording would read: “ Pass John Jones 
and family between all stations.’’ This form 
was Tound 6) be too broad. Possessed with 
such a credéitial, a holdér, if he or she were 
BO disposed, might carry half the universe 
aS members of the family. Few passes are 
NOW made out this way. If passes are sent 
for Member of an officer's family, one is 
Bent to each member. The only exception 
to this is in the passes given to roadmasters 
and other officials, who are required to go 
over the road a great deal, accompanied by 
workmen. As a new gang may be used 
each trip, attherence to the name principle 
would cause much unnecessary delay. 

Comparatively few annuals are now is- 
sued to other than rafiroad men A Presi- 
Gent has it in his power to send one to whom 
he may see fit—friend, relative, or whoever 
he may be. But this is seldom done. The 
one class, outside of employés, that -is still 
quite generally favored with annuals. is 
Politicians; and railroad officers say that 
mo other persons abuse the pass privilege 
as much as the then with “ pulis."” A mem- 
ber of a State Legislature will loan his an- 
nual right und left to his constitu@mts. One 
member of the Illinois House, from the 
southwestern part of the State, has had his 
pass one road several times 
every week for months, each time:

Clement’ Scott’s New Book 


-on “The ‘Drama of Yes- 
terday and Today.” 


Work Is F ull of Autobiography | 
and Gives Amusing 
Anecdotes. | 
T THE ACTORS. 
LEMENT SCOTT, who has come from 


London to write dramatic criticisms | 


for a New York newspaper, will pub- . 
- lish immediately through the Macmil- 
lan company two folios volumes on 
“The Drama of Yesterday and Today.” 
While I do not take Mr. Scott's dramatic 
criticism seriously, I confess to having been 
entertained by a hasty reading of his book. 
It may not be altogether original; there may 
be stories in it that I have read before; but 
then, why should one object to the retelling 
of an amusing anecdote? We go more than 
once to see a play if it pleases us, so why 
resent reading a story that we ‘have read 


Mr. Scott’s book ts open to criticisms, but 
then whose is not? When one writes in the 
autobiographical manner one, must write 
much of one’s self. Mr. Scott has not shirked 
the obvious. He gives his own portrait as 
the frontispiece of each volume, and lifelike 
portraits they are. He lays much stregs also 
on the time of his birth—Oct. 6, 1841. “‘ We 
were born together, the Britannia Sajoon 
and I," and between two such important 
theatrical events as the production of Bul- 
wer-Lytton’s ‘‘ Money “ in 1840 and Bouci- 
cault’s “‘ London Assurance "’ in 1841. This 
juxtaposition of birthdays, which might 
have passed unnoticed with another, leads 
Mr. Scott to think that he was surely des- 
tined for a career that touched upon the 
footlights. 3 | 


His Early Ambition. 

When a schoolboy at Marlborough he 
made up his mind that he would become a 
_A singular ambition on the 
part of a lad, was it not? Here in America 
most boys look forward to becoming cow- 
boys or Presidents of the United States. 
Few, I imagine, yearn for the pen of the 
dramatic critic, or even that of the critic of 
literature. One's ambitions in youth usual- 
ly turn towards creating rather than de- 
stroying. | | 

Mr, Scott raps the desk with his gavel 
and calis out in ‘his opening chapter: | 

Look upon this picture and on ;this. And now 
behold the closing hours of a céntury that has, 
without doubt, done more for the elevation of. 
dramatic art, the dignity’ of the theater, the 
social position of actors and actresses, than any 
century that, has preceded it. | 

He congratulates himself upon being ‘t In 
the forefront of many a battle fought ina 
good cause,"’ but makes no reference to the 
fight that proved his Waterloo. I am not 
as old as Mr. Scott, and my recollections do 
not, therefore, run back as far, but I re- 
member well many of the actors of a past 
generation mentioned by 
forgotten today. 


Some Old-Time Playwrights. 

There was the brilliant Dion Boucicault, 
who wrote plays as easily as another would 
write an O. VU. (And ‘such plays! 
Not all of them good, but some, such 
as “London “Asstranceé,” “ The Shaugh- 
raun,” ‘ Louis XI.” unrivaled in their 
way. And again there was Charles Fech- 
ter. When shall we look upon his like 
again? Who can act romantic plays as he 
did, or who fill the lines of Hamlet with 
more subtle meaning? Great in his day; 
forgotten now, It 1s only once in a while

Mr. Scott, ag wé know, has seen his boy- 
ish ambition realized, and he is today one 
of the best known of London dramatic 
critics, which only shows what persistence 
can do, for he is not a brilllant-writer, nor 
are his judgments. the: safest; to; follow. 
When. Mr. Scott first. wielded .the critic's 
pen he sat in an ordinary orchestra chair, 
but in ghe course of time he was awarded 
the privilege 6f a private box, where he 
‘could observe the play undisturbed by the 
chatter of idle tongues. Mr. Scott thinks 
that he was the first journalist who attempt- 
ed to make the account of a new play “ not 
so much a solemn and serious criticism as 
a picturesque report. Modern journalism de- 
manded it, and I do not think on the whole 
it has been disadvantageous to the actor or 
his art.” | | 

Replies to the Actors. ._ 

Mr. Scott speaks with scorn of the protest 
of a popular actor against what he calls 
*“ the unfairness of first night criticisms.’’ 
He calls to mind the reporter who describes 
a battle while its smoke is still smarting in 
his eyes,.a leader writer who can.sum up. 
a debate in the House of Commons while 
his paper is being rushed to press, adding: 
“ Surely journalist who is worth his salt 
‘can describe a play and the acting con- 
tained in that play in a given hour and a 
haif. - If He cannot do so he has not qualified 
nimself as a journalist.’’ aN 

Although he considers himself a pioneer 
in the modern manner of criticism, Mr. 
Scott has much sentiment for the customs 
of the past and, writes’ with no little regret 
to the passing of some of them:. 

It was at the Haymarket, in the days of Buck- 
store, ‘and, infleed, later eyen than that, that 
there’ might have been seen the old courteous 
esremonial of welcoming royalty by the manager 
scrupulously attired in evening dress and white 
kid gloves, bearing in either. hand a lighted wax 
eandle, and waiking backwards, occasionally with 
some difficulty; to the royak box.

MAINE DEAD. 


ROBABLY there is no net 

& nation’s natural dignity than the 
manner and spirit in which it disposes 
of its dead—especially those that have 
fallen in the name of the flag. Itisa 


‘tribute to modern civilization that when the 
‘days of strife have passed the living can 
‘turn their first thoughts with loving grati- 
‘tude to those that have fallen in the storm. 
To a grateful country the humble sailor or 


soldier is as much a martyr, as much a hero, 


as he upon whom the nation placed the 


added dignity of leadership. Each ané all 
have laid down their most precious posses- 
sion for the mother country’s cause, and 
each in his own station, willingly and with- 
out thought of self, has simply done his 
duty and died. | 

Congress at its last session made a pro- 
vision of $10,000 for the removal of the na- 
tion’s dead from Havana to -the United 
States, and a contract well within that 
limit has just béen concluded for the ex- 
humation and preparation of the remains 
for transportation to this country. 


Texas the Funeral Ship. 

The second-class battleship Texas has 
been designated for the service ‘of bringing 
the bodies home, and: there is something 
seemingly fitting in its selection, for it is 
the only type-mate the ill-fated Maine ever 
had on the navy list. In that sense, it is a 
sister ship, and its mission has something 
more than the ordinary touch of pathos in it. 

It is in this and other ways in which the 
government of the United States is now 
recognizing its;sons lost in the line of duty 
that it is setting an example to the world, 
for it is safe to say that no other nation 
has called its stricken ones of the rank and 
file back to the mother bosom as Columbia 


is doing. With European countries, in their” 


modern wars, with one exception, they have 
been pitted against barbaric tribesmen in a 


struggle of territorial expansion, and to the |

| Their First Burial. 

mn Jooking over the list of those buried it 
ve Tabted that a total of 192 bodies were 
buried in 176 coffins, which tells the tale of 
individuality... Of the ut s¢venty-four 
were jactually. or supposedly identified—the 
others being eithér mere parts or so badly in- 
jured.as to be beyond recognition. 

Nineteen of the bodies were buried with 
imposing ceremony. on the 19th of February 
of 1898—four days after that fearful night— 
in the beautiful Colon Cemetery,'the Bishop 
of Havana and Chaplain Chidwick officiat- 
ing, while Captain Sigsbee, for the benefit 
of the relatives of the Protestant dead, read 
the Episcopal burial service as far as he 
could in his carriage on the way to the grave- 
yard, concluding it afterwards in the privacy 
of his room at the hotel. There was a mili- 
tary and a naval escort, but it was not of the 
dead’s own countrymen; there were many 
evidences of sympathy and kindly emotion 


ter mark of-] ahd many floral tokens of grief, but the 


burial was not American nor the soil that 
covered the stricken sons that of the mother 
land for which they had fallen. & 
Afterwards the 147 others buried in Ha- 
vana were interred with the simplest of cere- 
monies, Chaplain Chidwick alone perform- 
ing the service at the grave side. Twenty- 
five of the dead were carried to Key West 
and buried on the government reservation, 
and since the plat has been prettily fixed by 
popular subscription it is likely that the 
bodies will remain there. Of the total of 
269 lost, sixty-eight are still missing and 
buried beneath the wreck of the ship in 
Havana harbor, and something must soon 
be done to recover them, if it be done at all. 


Work of Captain Sigshbee. 

Viewed in the light of those anxious times, 
the disposition of the dead then was re- 
garded as reflecting the greatest credit upon 
Captain Sigsbee and his fellow-officers, and 
much of the comfort of identification given 
the bereaved loved ones was accomplished 
under harrowing circumstances and at no

All of the men buried at Havana were 
buried at the expense of the Spanish author- 
ities, but the present undertaking will be en- 
tirely the outlay of this government. * The 
bodies are now to be transferred to zinc- 
lined caskets, hermetically sealed, after 
which they will be boxed up in the usual 
way and marked with the identifying or 
partly identifying record already on file re- 
garding each grave and its contents as it 
lies in the Colon Cemetery... | 
-. Upon the arrival of the Texas at Havana 
the remains will be removed with simple, 
quiet ceremony to the ship; where they will 
be placed on the berth deck under cover or 
on the main deck somewhere out of reach 
of the weather. From the moment the 
bodies are received on board the ship the 
ensign will be carried at half mast and will 
so continue till. the last coffin has been 
transhipped at Norfolk. Owing to the deep 
draft of the Texas it would be impossible 
for that vessel to bring the remains to 
Washington, and it will be necessary to 
transfer them to a large barge or a couple 
of the big navy tugs. 

From Norfolk the bodies will be brought 
directly to the navy yard, Washington, and 
one or two small vessels will be detailed to 
act as escorts should the bodies be towed up 
on a barge. Once. at . Miavy yard they 
will be ready to receive the full and final 
honors which the department intends shall 


be-wiven them on the day for their burial at 


Ar ton. 


Spot Chosen for Their Graves. 

It is the intention to bury them in the 
southern section of the National Cemetery, 
somewhere near the,resting place of the 
dead of the Santiago 'campaign—a beautiful 
sight looking away toward the Potomac and 
the Maryland shore and across toward the 
city, above which towers the great white 
shaft to Washington. The escort on this 
occasion will consist of all the troops—naval, 
military, and militia—in the District of Co- 
lumbia, with perhaps others from elsewhere, 
shouid it prove practicable to bring them 
on for the occasion. 

The Texas will start south in a few days 
and will not return much before the middle 
of January, by which time the second anni- 
versary of the loss of the Maine and its 
brave men will be near; and nothing could 
be more fitting than their final burial on that 
day at Arlington, where “ Glory guards, 
with solemn round, the bivouac of the dead.”

GENERAL BULLER’S DEFEAT. 

The series of British reverses in south 
Africa has reached its culmination in the 
defeat of the main column under General 
Buller and the loss of nearly all his htavy 
guns. Only the fall of Ladysmith or of 
Kimberley is needed to cap the climax 
of disaster. Each of the three invading 
columns is momentarily standing still in 
its tracks, dazed with unexpected blows. 
At present the Boers are masters of the 


The chief cause of ine failure of the 
British has beemw the lack of preparation 
and of a realizing sense of what they were 
going into, On the other hand, the Boers 
have been fully prepared and have been 
misled by no illusions. General Joubert 
has simply demonstrated on the Tugeia 
what he stated six or seven weeks ago in 
his letter to a German paper. The Boers 
are not only prepared, but they also seem 
to have duped the British on this point. 
The British have been outwitted and out- 
generaled. Their soldiers have marched 
into deadly ambushes with a persistency 
that can be accounted for only by ignorance 
of the real conditions. As Joubert said in 
October, the London ery of “On to 
Pretoria!” in this regard resembles the 
Parisian cry of “On to Berlin!’ in 1870. 
The British have from the beginning made 
the error of underestimating the strength of 

One reason for the repeated disasters 
in Cape Colony and Natal is that the 
British are fighting on their own territory.

Boer country. . It is asserted that there 
does not exist in the British War office 
an adequate map of British south Africa.

INDEPENDENT SUNDAY SERVICES.

To enable purchasers to dis- 
criminate between the wear made under 
league conditions and that turned) out in 
the sweatshops it supplies a label the use 
of which is allowed to manufacturers who 
will agree to use it only on goods manu- 


and that they will furnish evidence they 
employ no child under the age of 16, and 
that no person is permitted to work longer 
than ten hoyrs in one day or sixty hours in 
one week, or after 9 o’clock at night or 
before 6 o'clock in the morning. When 
these conditions-are satisfied the federation 
supplies the label, registers it as a trade- 
mark or trade union label, and advertises 
it widely. . 

That the conditions are not exacting is 
demonstrated by the fact that the use of 
the labels is rapidly increasing. The Mas- 
sachusetts factories are universally using 
them, as well as several factories in other 
New England States, and they hold their 
own against the sweating system by apply- 


ery and factory organization to the manu- 
facture of the underwear. As to price, the 
league finds there is no danger in the com+ 
petition of the sweatshops, Mrs, Kelley 
says: 

The increasing cheapness of good garments made 
under good conditions comés from the chéaperiing 


‘of the materials of which the garments are made} ‘ 


from the application of steam and ele¢tricity to 
this branch of manufacture, and from the im- 
provement of the organization of the industry 
itself. Such cheapness as the sweater achieves 
comes from the low wages, the long hours of 
work, the elimination of rent by using bedrooms, 
kitchens, cellars, and garrets of tenement-houses 
instead of wholesome factory floors; and from em+ 
ploying young girls to do by foot-power what 
should be done by adult women using steam power. 
In the long run. ‘the factory o ization of in- 
dustry cannot fail to compete the sweating system. 
out of the market. 


The statement made by Mrs. Kelley is 
an encouraging one. The work is still in 
its tentative period, but so far as it has 
progres the league finds nothing dis- 
eouraging. It will become still more én- 
couraging when the shopping public recog- 
nizes its duty to aid in doing away with 
the evils of the sweatshops. I Bi

He says that a short 
term in prison without work is preferred 
by them to life out of doors in the winter. 
** At certain seasons of the year,”’ says Mr. 
Thompson, ‘‘ the tramp regards the jail as 
a haven of refuge.'’ Professor Thompson 


| wishes the State of Michigan to enact a law. 


punishing yagrancy with imprisonment for 
three years with hard labor, but the con- 
finement should be in a different place from 
that wheré the other prisoners are kept. 
Professor Thompson suggests that the State 
of Michigan take possession of one of the 
islands in Lake Michigan, where the sen- 
tenced tramps would be kept for three years 
and employed at all sorts of labpr. At the 
end of the term the tramp should be givena 
small sum of money, say $25, to pay his 
necessary expenses while secking employ- 
ment. There is a retributive justice in 
Professor ‘Thompson’s idea if imprisoning 
tramps with hard labor, but it fs doubtful 
if it is a real solution of the problem. One 
effect that it would have would be to make 
| the tramp regard work as a sjiecies of pun- 
ishment. _The habits of industry formed 
in jail would not be, lasting, for every stroke 
of-labor would be resented by the man who 
was forced to toil... The dreim of the im- 
prisoned man would be how to escape work. 
A man forced to work as punishment would 
tegard unemployment as élysiun. This 
might not be the effect in every case, but 
it would follow in enough instances to pre- 
vent the success of the scheme tur reform.

London Author to make known the folly of 
such a cotirse, He refers, of course, to the 
of would-be authors Who 
fall into the hands of irresponsible publish- 
ers and are mulcted of several hundred dol- 
lars apiece for the privilege of seeing their 
books in print. 
This sort of publishing ranges through all 
degrees from practically a confidence game 


to an entirely legitimate plan by which the 
‘author is his|}own publisher and thebill is 
a plain printer’s bill. It is @ safe general 


proposition that lit@rature would be the 
gainer if all these rejected books never saw 


the light of day. At. the present moment. 


there are at least ten such books that re- 
main unpublished for every one that gets 
into print, byt the book ‘trade and the book 


reviewer are fairly swamped with the mere 
volume ‘of the output of the present season. 


It has become impossitle’for’a bookseller 


even to remember all the titles. The deal- 


ers complain ‘that the trade is being injured 


by an embarrassment of riches, and that 
the same ends could be attained with one- 
half the number of books. Every reviewer 
holds similar; views. | 

It is evident that this literary struggle 
for.existence must result more emphatically 
than before in the non-survival of the un- 
fittest. The odds are a hundred to one that 
a book which has been rejected by all the 
legitimate pgblishers. will-hayve-no chance 
for a market, The publishers who induce 
would-be authors to pay for the issuing of 
their books know this, and hence Sir Wal- 
ter Besant’s plea for the protection of the 
gullible author and. for the deliverance of 
the reviewer and dealer, who must waste 
more or less'time over worthless stuff. 

As far as the critic and the bookseller are 
concerned, Sir Walter’s desperate cry de- 
serves ahearing. But it i¢less certain that 

ignorance @nd vanity” ought to be pro- 
tected from their own folly. Still less cer- 
tain is it that it would be desirable to ¢on- 
fine the printing of books sélely to publish:

The play might end with the act were it 
not deemed essential to show that Zaza had 
leved.once and for all. She goes back to the 
stage, but not to new admirers, and when 
she meets Dufrene again it is to reiterate 
that their association is over. Though an 
anti-climax in one way, it is satisfactory 
in another, that of keeping sympathy with 
the character. Persons who saw the play 
in New York say that the last act has been 
lengthened since its run there, which means 
that the desire is to make a still more subtle 
appeal to the public. 

The act has no more against it than the 

balance of the play. The piece is as illog- 
ical as are all tales of self-sacrifice on the 
part of women of Zaza’s class. In that par- 
ticular *‘ Camille’ was no better, and a re- 
cent Chicago production, “Sapho,” was 
much worse. Such plays teach no moral, but 
they permit of emotional acting in a pro- 
portion that no other kind of play does, and 
sometimes the great gift of an actress— 
never an actor—tifts one of them toa plane 
far above that to which it is entitled by its 
merits. 
The authorship of “ Zaza’”’ is a matter of 
some doubt, though one way or the other 
overwhelming interest is not excited. 
Whether David Belasco adapted it entire or 
in part from the play of the Frenchmen, 
Barton and Simon, is almost immaterial. 
thovgh his claim that he found the original 
so salacious that a translation was out of 
the question may be accepted as the truth. 
The “ Zaza’’ Mme. Rejane played in Paris 
two seasons ago and which singe has been 
emploved at other European capitals, would 
horrify where the Belasco version does noth- 
ing worse than thrill.

c. 6—Dog worship seems to 
have taken possession of the feminine 
world of France. Nothing ’\is too 
good for Fido, or Gip, or Bijou. 
Jewelers have surpassed themselves 

in the matter of artistic collars set/in gems. 

Harnessmakers. have invented wonderful 

harness. - Modistes have created dog 

blankets of gorgeous materials; / furriers 
have placed fur dog coats upon the markets, 
and the dry goods stores sell ‘‘ mouchoirs 
pour les chiens "’ by the dozen. Dog houses, 
dog beds, and other furniture take up con- 
siderable space in the furniture stores, but it 
has remained for a group of hysterical wom- 
en to found a dog cemetery, where dogs are 
interred with more ceremony than the ma- 
jority of human mortals not blessed with an 
abundant supply of this world’s goods. The 

potter’s field suffices for luckless human 

beings with no friends to “do for them,” 

but dogs are buried in state and ae graves 


marked with tombstones by the faminists of 
Paris, who, having run the gamut of all the 
causes of hurhan misery, now turn to dogs. 

When the proposition to provide a dog 
cemetery was first proposed by sevéral wom+ 
en’s journals several months ago ae took 
the proposition seriously.

“Society for the Dog -Cemetery,” was 
formed; stock was issued and placed on 
the market at$S5ashare.

FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF . THE cHICAgo 
TRIBUNE BY E. A, WAGENER.| 
ONCE, Porto Rico, Dec. 4.—The intel- 
Ngent and observing American who | 
visits Porto Rico for the first time 
‘will find many peculiar and amusing 
features pertaining to life on the is- 
land. Porto Rico is passing through a sort

Among: the peculiarities of the 


almost .immediately upon arriving on the 
island one notes the great esteem in which 
wheat bread—called ‘“pan’—is held by 
every one, but more especially by the lower 
classes, It is impossible to go a block in 
any town on the island without seeing two 
or three youngsters voraciously devouring 
pleces of dry bread with thé same. appar-

This is not becayse the Porto Rican 
children are starving, but simply because 
bread is as much of a luxury to them as 
candy to young America. | 

' Another novel sight is the chicken peddler. 
Every hour in the day péons may be seén 
canvassing from house to house, each with 
a string of a half dozen or more live fowls,

thing a Porto Rican loves above and he- 
yond another it is chicken. Of course, no 
well regulated Porto Rican dinner would 
be complete without bolled beans of the 
* calico “ Variety, boiled rice, codfish— 

bacalao "—either boiled fried in olive 
ofl, and baked plantains. ese, togéther 
with chicken strongly flavored with the in- 
evitable garlic, make a typical Porto Rican 
dinner. Coffee is always served at the end 
of each meal. 

Like the people of other tropical countries, 
the lower classes almost invariably carry 
everything portable upon their heads, and 
the 5-year-old “muchacho” is as skillful 
in balancing a bucketful of water on his 
head as the full-grown man or woman in 
thus carrying a heavy piece of furniture or 
a huge bag of coffee. 


A PORTO RICAN PRON. 


The average peon is the most noisy and 
boisterous individual imaginable, and he 
will drive a nervous person fairly wild. in 
half a minute with his loud gabbile and 
shouting, as he passes along the street. If 
he couldn’t talk, and that, too, with light- 
ninglike rapidity and in foghorn tones, he 
probably would not survive twenty-four 
hours. The Southern negro can't “ hold a 
candice "to him. His lotid talk fs always ac- 
companied by violent gesticulations. and 
Were his hands tied behind him he would be 
rendered dumb. 

A person unaccustomed to their ways, who 
Saw for the first time two Porto Ricans en- 
Saged in ordinary conversation, would ex- 
pect every moment to see them come to 
blows. 

Tet witha! the peon ts not as bad as his 
former méster, the Spaniard. He is an 
happy-go-lucky, 
densely ignorant, and lazy fellow. In 856 
respécts he possesses characteristics identi- 
cal with these of the Southern Garky, 
These traits are due, doubtiess, to the hun- 
Greds of years of Spanish tyranny under 
which his race has suffered. The péon can

He has also been an apt scholar of his 
Spanish master in notable respects.

He loves a cockfight as a 
Spaniard does a bullfight, and he becomes as

omnipresent Spanish mafiana—tomor- 
row—is: as much a part of the peon’s nature 


as it is of the Spaniard’s, and the period of 
delay expressed by the term is fully as in- 
definite. He is a plodding, liptiess, aimless 
being who has little care for the future and 
little more for the present. His wife is even 
lower iin intelligence than’ he. 
ever, industrious and scrupulously neat and 
tidy. She is the mother, usually, of numer- 
ous progeny, that, like Topsy, appear merely 
to have “ jes’ grow'd,”” yet her maternal af- 
fection is as strong and faithful as that of 
any mother in the land. She is also an ex- 
pert laundress; and after the soiled linen has 
passed through her — it is infmaculate 
in whiteness. 

As a rule the peon and his family live ina 
little “seven-by-nine’’ ‘one-room board 
shanty, thatched with leaves and generally 
built alongside and partly overhanging the 
bank“of a stream, whether in the city or 
country. 
four or six posts driven in the ground, leaving 
ample space beneath for one or two hogs and 
a half dozen fowls. He has no stove. Such 
a convenience is unknown to him, and it is 
doubtful if he could be persuaded under any 
cirdumstances to use one. Even the wealthy 
planter does not have a stove on his hacienda. 

In lieu of a stove the peon has a stone plat- 
form about three feet high and three feet 
square, which ds located in a lean-to at one 
end of the house, upon which an open fire 
is built between three large, round stones: 
‘The smoke from this crude fireplace goes, or 
rather blows, “where it listeth,”’ generally 
into the cook's eyes first; and then escapes 
through openings) in the roof, 


THE PORTO HOG. 

The hog has referred to as one of the 
appurtenances peon’s household. This 
animal is dese of special notice. His 
prevailing color As a dirty black, although 
some are “‘sandy" color. The chief 
outward choracteristics ‘of the Porto Rican 
hog are the extreme length of*snout and 
legs, and the equally extreme and apparent- 
ly chronic attenuation of) body, for without 
exception he is as.“ thin as a shad * and 
about as bony. | 

The peon seldom has a pen for nis hog, but 
instead ties a “slip knot'” in the end of a 
rope, place’ it about the mal’s neck or 
immediately behind its fore legs, and then 
tethert him, asa farmer i the States tethers 
his horse or cow. — 

The only animal closely resembling in ap- 
pearance the Porto’ Rican porcine variety is 
the famous “ razor back” of the Southern 
States, but there the likeness ends, for the 
dispositions of the two are diametrically op- 
posite.

STEPS OF PROGRESS. 


Porto Rico to Have Soon'a New Nor- 
mal’ and Industrial School—Police 
Supervision a Model 
Prison. 

ORTO RICO is to Nai a new normal | 
and industrial school which, if its 
projectors’ ideas are fully realized, 
will be developed in the near future 

into the leading educational institution of 


at the City of Fajardo, near the coast, at 
the extreme northeastern part of the island. 
A member of the Board of Education, 
speaking of the proposed school recently, 
said: “‘ Yes, we are to have a normal and 
industrial school for the island. This is 
assured fact. The sum of $20,000 al- 
ready: has been provided and the ground 
for the new buildings will be broken at an 
early date. If fs proposed to make this 
institution a ‘thoroughly representative 
school for the entire island, in. which in- 
dustrial education. will figure prominently. 
Work in the university grades will not be 
attempted at the start, as there are not 
at present enough students who are quali- 
fied to begin the higher courses of study. 
Ultimately, however, we hope to see the 
school develop into a first-class university. 


arts, and normal school only ‘will be estab-. 
lished, to which will be admitted students 
who have received certificates of proficiency ’ 
in grammar, arithmetic, geography, and 
United States history in the quarterly ex- 
aminations condticted by the Insular Board 
of Education. The vital importance of the 
thorough education of the rising generation

POLICE REORGANIZED. 

Prior to the occupation of Porto Rico by 
the United States military forces the po- 
lice supervision of the island was in the 
hands of an organization known as the 
Guardia Civil. Later this insular police 
force was abolished for the reason that it 
was composed almost wholly of Spaniards, 
who, instead of protecting the Porto Rican 
planters and other residents, subjected 
them to all manner of petty hardships. 

Subsequent to the American invasion and 
until the Guardia Civil was ‘abolished the 
police work of the island was in a large 
méasure performed by American soldiers, 
but on account of their ignorance of the 
language and customs of the natives the 
success of their efforts in this line was far 
from being satisfactory. It seemed to be 
impossible to break up the many small but 
well-organized bands of thieves and rob- 
bers that infested.the mountain regions. It 
was finally decided, while the late General 
Guy V. Henry was still Governor General, 
to reorganize the entire insular police sys- 
tem and t6 enlist intelligent natives only, 
who were familiar with the people and with 
the haunts of the mountain bandits. 

The work of reorganization was delegated 
to Lieutenant- Fechter of the New York 
volunteer infantry. All Alcalides at once 
were notified of the purpose in view and re- 
quested to recommend recruits for the new 
organization. A. host of applicants. as a re- 
sult, presented themselves for examina- 
tion. From the thousands of applicants 
were selected 400 able-bodied men, whose 
ages ranged from 20 to 30 years. A chief 
and assistant chief were appointed. The 
island was. divijied into four districts, with 
headquarters of each district respectively

But agriculture is not the only resource of 
this beautiful and historic island by any 
manner of means. It is rich—exceedingly 
rich—in mineral wealth, and it only requires | 
intelligent investment of capital to develop 
these mineral resources. 


OF VOLCANIC ORIGIN. 
The island is of volcanic origin, although 
there exists nowhere any evidence of craters 


according to Professor Robert T. Hill of the 
United States Geological Survey, who has 
made a careful study of the island, “ largely 
of black or other dark-colored basic igneous 
rocks, occurring as tuffs, conglomerates, and 
sills of hornblende-andesite, cut by dikes of 
diorite.”’ 

The volcanic rock which forms the base or 
core of the whole island is practically coated 
for several miles from its margin with lime- 
stone, or partially metamorphosed coral 
rock, bearing sea shells and other fossil re- 
mains, proving beyond question that in some 
past age the igh wa partially submerged 
and subsequently upheaved several hundred 
feet above the sea level by some subter- 
ranean force. Indeed, geologists assert that 
the mountain peaks of Porto Rico are the 
highest in the world, if.measured from their 
summits to their bases, far below the surface 
of the ocean. 

Throughout the island, at frequent inter- 
vals, may be found genuine volcanic dikes 


which have been shot up from the interior 


through rents in the overlying limestone 
crust that encircles it; These dikes indicate 
the presence of rich mineral deposits, copper’ 
and silver appearing to predominate. 

. Several rich deposits of these metajs have 
‘been discovered recently in the interior of 
‘the island, the assays showing from. 60 to 70 
per cent copper and from 30 ounces to 50 
ounces of silver to a ton. 7 

The presence of gold on the island was dis- 
covered in the days of Ponce de Leon, and 
since there have been! unnumbered efforts to 
locate the parent veins of this metal, but 
thus far without.succéss. Gold is found only 
in minute particles in the beds of streams, 
especially in the eastern and northeastern 
parts of the island. 

Prospectors, chiefly Americans, are con- 
stantly scouring the island with the hope of 

discovering rich deposits of mineral. The

Thus the sun cycle of twenty-eight years and 
the moon cycle of nineteen years disap- 
peared, and the meaning of century, 100 
years, began to become universal with the 
beginning of the seventeenth century, that 
is, since the Gregorian calendar came into 
general use.

interest. 

By far the best examples of snow sculpture 
are to be found each winter in Brussels, 
where for three or four days. every man and 
woman who can model works like a beaver. 
The’results can be seen by reference to the 
accompanying illustrations, which are from 
photographs taken im the. Parc Royale at 
Brussels in 1897 for the Strand Magazine. 
The winters are about the same as those of 
Chicago, and the god of snow does not al- 
ways look with favor on the best laid plans 
of men and mice; but usually there is a 
week of weather sufficiently cold and snowy 
to carry out the designs. The efforts of 
1897, however, by far surpassed those of 
previous years. 

The Pare Royale is the property of the

Nearly every sculptor has at some time or 
other modeled in snow, and the following let- 
ter, written to the Strand by Hamo Thory- 
croft of the Royal Academy, shows his in- 
terest: 

“ Dear Sir: Yes, Ihave modeled in snow. 
It is too tempting a medium for a sculptor 
not to have frozen his fingers by handling it. 
The subject of my most successful attempt 
Was a statuette of Queen Elizabeth. Con- 
sidering the material the subject was a good 
one. The well-known high frill around the 
neck was effective and supported the head 
admirably. The work was inspiring, but 
the clay was horribly cold. As with Colos- 
sus of Rhodes, no photograph was ever 
taken of it, no critic ever saw it, and it re- 
mains only in the memory of a sélect few, 
and is closely associated with an attack of 
influenza, brought about by undue exposure, 

Yours faithfully, Hamo THORYCROFT.”’ 

And if a. master like Thorycroft would 
freeze his fingers in handling a medium as 
tempting as snow, it is not surprising that 
the annual exhibition in Brussels is always 
a success.

Palissolo cat ied my father to be. killed,. 
first of all because he had, while Mayor, 

_,obliged -hfim to restore to the municipal 
treasury-large: sums of public moneys which 
he, Palizzolo, had deliberately stolen while

HORSES AND PUBLIC. HEALTH: 


Writer Sees How Many Human Iils 
May Pass with the Disappear- 
ance of Horses. 


It ise ent that the present movem 
automobilism will soon bring us to geo a 
tically horseless era in our ‘cities. It ts in- 
teresting, therefore, to anticipate some of 
the effects on the public health of large 
centers of population that the absence of the: 
horse is sure to have. The sanitary benefits 
that will accrue from his removal, though 
entirely uhlooked for by most people, are 
rather easy to foresee. Of themselves these 
prospective sanitary advantages are enough 
to make the coming of the horseless era a 
boon, and it is surprising that the advo- 
cates of automobiles have not made more 
of this telling point in their favor. For one 
thing, the absence of the horse will proba- 
the eradication of tetanus 
— aw, as s commonl —f 
_in our cities the absence of the horse 
practically, do away with all 
the tetanus bacillus. It would render un- 
necessary the importation of farm products 
like, the grasses on which the tetanus germ 
flourishes by preference: and it would do 
away with the breeding places of the bacilli 
in our citi¢s—namely: the.warm, moist drop- 
pings of the horse, in which they find an 
abundance of organic material for their 
nutrition and the neressary absen¢e of air. 

Besides tetanus there are other diseases 
begin cam be traced directly to the horse.
